His will and determination accurately reflect 
the position of the government and show why 
the split over the war is irreconcilable. 
Original dissent over the Asian crusade was 
centered in the idea the war was wrong from 
the outset. Then along came those who skipped 
the right or wrong idea, hut said the objective 
was unobtainable in the chaotic political climata 
and the unfavorable terrain of South Vietnam. 
Adding to the ranks of the dissenters are those 
today who say the ultimate cost to the United 
States in manpower Mid money is much too high 
a price to pay for questionable results in South­ 
east Asia.

»t| costs That explains why there is talk of a 
750.000-man American force in South Vietnam 
Moreover, it explains why the government at­ 
taches explicit conditions to its overtures for 
peace talks, lf President Johnson removed all 
restrictions for talks and met all the conditions 
posed by Hanoi, chances are negotiations would 
begin immediately. 
Such a move would mean the United States 
was admitting it was wrong either in getting 
into the war in the first place, or in thinking it 
could flail North Vietnam into submission in a 
limited engagement 
President Johnson is not about to let that hap­ 
pen. Peace negotiations on Hanoi’s terms means 
North Vietnam has won its objectives. Even 
talks on mutually agreeable terms would be a 
victory for North Vietnam if they lead to a coa­ 
lition government with Viet Cong representation. 
Mr. Johnson is just as unlikely to change his 
mind on Vietnam as is any strong dissenter. 
Therein lies the unbridgeable chasm. 
The wily wav to change the thinking at the top 
Is to change the man at the top. 
The loss of thousands of American lives, the 
pain and suffering of the people being saved, 
devastation of the country being saved and crea­ 
tion of an economic crisis in the United State* 
haven’t been enough to change the American di­ 
rection in Vietnam.

We are now investigating to 
find out what happened. It did no harm to 
the cherry orchard and immediate steps 
»••• Kejng taker, to sec it do*si»'t lieppeu 
again.” 
Reporter: “ Does anyone know who chop­ 
ped down the tree?” 
Spokesman: “I said it was an accident.” 
Reporter: ‘‘But witnesses who saw the tree 
say that there were ax marks on the trunk, 
indicating that someone h a d deliberately 
chopped it down.” 
Spokesman “ I t h i n k that anyone who 
spreads a malicious rumor like that is doing 


a disservice to the future United States of 
America.” 
Reporter: “These same witnesses say that 
they saw 6-year-old George Washington walk­ 
ing away from the orchard with a hatchet 
over his shoulder. Is it possible that young 
George could have chopped down the tree?” 
Spokesman: “Whose side are you on? It 
is rumors like this that are giving aid and 
comfort to the British. I can say authorita­ 
tively that George Washington had absolutely 
nothing to do with the chopping down of 
this cherry tree.” 


Reporter: “How would we be giving aid 
and comfort to the British if we printed 
this story?” 


Spokesman: “Someday George Washington 
may be the father of his country, and if it 
were known that he had once indiscrimi­ 
nately chopped down a cherry tree, it would 
play right into the hands of the Tories, who 
would do anything to discredit him.” 


Reporter: “All the same, would you please 
check and find out what George was doing 
with his hatchet this afternoon?”

Corrupt? 


Plenty of cases are brought by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice to enforce federal laws which 
forbid violations of “civil rights,” but the ques­ 
tion is being raised whether, during a presiden­ 
tial campaign, some of the federal laws dealing 
with political contributions are being ignored. 


All anybody has to do is read the test of the 
Corrupt Practices Act to note that specific pen­ 
alties are stipulated for those who disregard its 
provisions. 


One of these states that a contribution by a 
“corporation” or a "labor organization” is pro­ 
hibited if it is connected with a federal election. 
The law makes this definition: 


“The term ‘contribution’ includes a gift, sub­ 
scription, loan, advance, or deposit, or money, 
or anything of value. . . 


What is “anything of value” during a cam­ 
paign? Does it or does it not include participa­ 
tion by officers of a corporation of a labor union 
in setting up committees of their own to finance 
political activities? The statute also says: 


“Every officer or director of any corporation, 
or officer of any labor organization, who con­ 
sents to any contribution or expenditure by the 
corporation or labor organization, as the case 
may be, and any person who accepts or receives 
any contribution, in violation of this section, 
shall be fined not more than 1,000 dollars or im­ 
prisoned not more than one year, or both. . . ."

would hardly be likely to ignore a possible 
violation of the Corrupt Practices Act. 
Problems like these are not going to be solved 
by any administration which benefits from such 
political activities, even though there may be a 
palpable “conflict of interest” Involved. 
Tile only way the public interest really could 
be protected would be to separate the Depart­ 
ment of Justice from the executive branch of 
the government, so it would be an independent 
agency like the General Accounting Office, re­ 
sponsible only to Congress.

Sying he was expressing his 
personal views, Gardner told 
an interviewer the United States 
should try hard for a peace set­ 
tlement and pull its force out of 
Vietnam. 
He said such am approach 
would save American lives be­ 
cause “we are going down now 
on a course that has no ending 
whatsoever.” 
“Unless we do something dif­ 
ferent We are going to be hope­ 
lessly' bogged down in a major 
land war in Asia which our mili­ 
tary’ leaders have said 
we 
should avoid at all costs.” 
Gardiner, chief of the U.S. 
Agency for International Devel­ 
opment mission in Saigon in 
1958-62, recti vee a heavy flow of 
grass-roots reports from South 
Vietnam in his current post as 
executive director of Inerna- 
tional Voluntary Services (IVS). 
IVS is a private nonprofit or­ 
ganization which began sending 
youthful volunteers to South 
Vietnam for development work 
a decode ago. Their acuities in 
the cities and countryside—sim­ 
ilar to those of the Peace Corps, 
which has no unit to Vietnam— 
are financed by the Washington 
and Saigon governments. 
In the wake of the Communist

IVS volunteers have decided to 
quit before the end of their two- 
year tours.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Dif 
feren oee amon g members of the 
Presid en t’s Commission on Civ ­ 
il Disord ers remain un settled as 
the pan el pushes toward com­ 
pletion of its lan d mark report 
on last summer’s riots. 
In d isclosin g this, on e com­ 
mission member who refused to 
permit use of his n ame said 
san e commission ers wan t a 
stron ger “get-tough” policy to­ 
ward rioters than that preferred 
by their colleagues. 
Hie 
d isagreemen t 
exten d s 
also to how much biame should 
be placed on city police for what 
the commission member called 
repressiv e measures taken to 
quell racial v iolen ce. 
But he said the commission 
will call firmly for main ten an ce 
of law an d ord er, both in com­ 
battin g riots an d in clean in g up 
con d ition s—such as n arcotics 
traffic—that con tribute to slum 
crimes. 
The 11-member commission , 
appoin ted by Presid en t John son 
after last summer’s riots in 
Newark an d Detroit, meets to­ 
d ay an d Wed n esd ay to put the 
fin ishin g touches on a report 
sched uled for release n ext Sun ­ 
d ay. 
The d ocumen t will prov id e a 
d etailed report on last sum­ 
mer’s riots, examin e causes of 
the d isord ers an d recommen d 
steps to prev en t further v io­ 
len ce. 
Commission members hope 
the report will shock the public 
because, as a member put it, 
If we d on ’t d o somethin g about 
it we’re goin g to haye a hell of a 
problem in this coun try.” 
The member who reported the 
d ifferen ces of opin ion said 
lot of people may be d isappoin t­ 
ed ” in the report because it will 
make the poin t that there is n o 
easy an swer an d n o quick solu­ 
tion . 
Major recommen d ation s will 
cov er job train in g, better ed uca­ 
tion an d better housin g, he said . 
The commission ’s in v estigation 
shows con d ition s in man y city 
slums are “un believ eable”—far 
worse than most American s be­ 
liev e, he said . 
A source close to the commis 
sion sod Mon d ay the pan el will 
recommen d that local police d e­ 
partmen ts establish special of­ 
fices to improv e their relation s 
with slum resid en ts. 
Un d er the proposal, he said , 
the fed eral gov ern men t would 
supply 90 per cen t of the fun d s 
for salaries of “commun ity 
serv ice officers.” 
These officers “would be re­ 
cruited from ghetto areas an d 
they 
would 
work 
in 
the 
ghettoes.” the source said . “But 
they will be part of the police 
d epartmen t—they’ll be hybrid 
police officers.” 
Because of their slum back 


groun d s, he said they may n ot 
be able to meet the qualifica­ 
tion s required of other officers 
—'“they could ev en hav e crimi­ 
n al record s.” 
For this reason , a police offi­ 
cial said , some police chiefs 
may resist the recommen d ation . 
“We n eed well-ed ucated , highly 
qualified police officers in this 
n ot just an yon e,” he said .
